WASHINGTON (UP) - A top 
governm ent scientist disclosed to­ 
day that 
the N avy's Vanguard 
rocket has put two objects in or­ 
bit— the 3 '4 pound baby moon 
and the third stage rocket weigh­ 
ing about 50 pounds. ■ 


“ I want to em phasize that we 
put two objects into orbit with a 
total 
weight 
in 
excess 
of 
50 
pounds,” 
Dr. 
John 
P. 
Hagen, 
chief of the V anguard project, 
told reporters. 


Hagen also announced that the 
Navy will “ try very soon” to put 
into orbit the regular 2114 inch 
scientific satellite, which original­ 
ly was scheduled for launching by 
March I. 


Hagen said that V anguard I, 
which went into orbit this m orn­ 
ing, will circle the earth “ for a 
great m any years — certainly 5 
or IO years.” He said it is circl­ 
ing the earth at a speed of 18,000 
to 19.000 m iles an hour and is 
taking about 135 m inutes to com 
plete each trip around the earth 


In Its orbit around the earth, 
V anguard I reaches a m axim um 
height of 2,500 m iles and com es 
as close as 400 m iles above the 
earth, according to very r ough 
prelim inary calculation. 


If this proves to be approx­ 
im ately its orbit, Hagen said, “it 
will be a very long - lived sa te l­ 
lite.” 


This com pares with a m axim um 
altitude of 1,575 and m inim um of 
227 m iles for the A rm y’s E xplor­ 
er I. 


Hagen said both m iniature radio 
transm itters in Vanguard I a r e 
“ operating successfully.”

Navy Scores 
Success On 
4lh Attempt 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UP) — America hurled 
the free world’s second man-made satellite into orbit 
around the earth today in a triumphant launching of a 
Navy Vanguard rocket. 
The new moon was named Vanguard I for the wing­ 
less silver steed that bolted from the sands of the 
Florida beach into the early morning sky. It was victory 
at last for the Navy after numerous Vanguard frustra­ 
tions. 


The grapefruit-sized sphere went into orbit at 7:26 
a.m. e.s.t., IO minutes after it was fired. It sent earth­ 
ward a steady stream of signals, described by Lockheed 
Aircraft’s space communications laboratory near San 
Francisco as “an undulating, whistling sound

project, disclosed that in addition to the satellite, the 
spectacularly-successful launching also thrust the rocket s 
third stage into orbit. This was a 50-pound nose section 
of the missile.
